Disclosed but unclaimed characteristics of time stamps are not read into the claims to 
distinguish over time codes which meet the claimed function/use of time stamps. In re page 12, applicant appears to be arguing 
unclaimed features of use of the time stamp, e.g., outputting a flag to an information adding circuit. Disclosed but unclaimed features are 
not read into the claims. 
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
